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AN AFRICAN RISING. 


THE TROUBLE EXTENDING INTO 
THE CONGO COUNTRY. 


The Mohemmedanr, Inspired by the Supposed Vic- 
tory of El Mahdi Over the English, Rising in 
thetCongo Vali¢y to Defend Their Pos. 
sessions-Iiews From Europe. 


Paris, May 24.—The French Societe Geo- 
graphic has received news from the Upper 
Congo that the Mohammedan population in- 
habiting that region, excited probably by 
stories of E] Mahdi’s success, have resolved to 
assert their claims to the center of Africa. The 
immediate occasion of this extraordinary 
movement 18 said to have been the conduct of 
one of Henry M. Sianley’s ivory expeditions. 
This expedition and the convoy guarding it 
were commanded by an agent of the Interna- 
tional African association. Instead of de- 
ecending the Congo river with its valuable col- 
lection of ivory to Stanley Pool and Vivi, the 
expedition proceeded, under the protection 
of%a powerful Arab chiefnamed Tipu Taib, 
esstward to reach Zanzabar. Tipu 
Taib bad not Enown of the existence of ivory 
fields in the interior until he saw proofs of ft 
in the rich stores gathered = this expedition, 
and assoonas he had discharged his task as 
escort and learned all he could, he raised a 
pewerful army and proceded into the interior. 
ihe stories about E)} Mahdi and the expulsion 
ofthe English from the Soudan are sunposed 
to have been carried to the turbulent Moham- 
medans by Tipu Taib, and itis feared that 
they may make it yery difficult for the inter- 
national African sssosiation to carry out its 
prejected work of establishing the free state of 
Cor go. 

Tipu Tsib’s army is exceedingly strong. 
Three thousand of his soldiers, if is said, are 
armed with modern rifles. This army, the 
report states, is now advancing, making its 
way by pillage and massacre. Arawina 
Station has been secked and destroyed. The 
negroes who inhabit it fled in panic before the 
attack. Tipu Taib has proclaimed the Congo 
as territory belonging to the sultan of Zanzi- 
bar, and he has announced his intention to 
oo all opposition to this claim.

fipu Taib, but is thought that all the Mo- 
hammedan races living in the beit of territory 
running thence in both directions across the 
continent wil! be seized new fanati- 
ciem which promises such wealth and power 
for them.

Protestant Churches Showing ‘‘Signs of 
Impatience With the Sectarian Sptrit.” 
From Frank Leslie’s Illustrated. 


it is the duty of the secular press in these 
times to take note ot any new development in 
the religious jife of the people, and especially 
of any movement designed te diminish the 
oppugnancties of sects and bring them into 
harmony 18 pursuit of the common objects for 
which they profess to have been formed. It 
would, therefore, be an unpardonable delin- 
quency 10 Us to overlook the “American Con- 
gress of Churches,” which held its first meet- 
ing a fewdays sincein Hartford. It was in 
every wey & notable assembly, and the move- 
ment if heralded is likely to be attended with 
very important results. 

in all the leading Protestant denominations 
there have been, for a long time past, signs of 
impatience With the sectarian spirit, and of a 
longing tO realize a wider unity than that 
spirit eliows, Eminent preachers, though 
loyal to their respective sects, have grown 
tired of humdrum ways, and are seeking to 
get out of old ruts into a larger and freer re- 
ligious life.

The topics chosen for 
discussion were in no way broader than those 
which the sects by themselves are accustomed 
to consider. Buttho spirit manifested was 
excellent, and as the movement goes on if 


will doubtless overcome the timidity 
by Which its first stamps 
were somewhat restrained. There 


was « fearinsome quartersthat the congress 
would offer special encouragement to religious 
beresy, and therefore, it Was natural, if not 
recessary, toact with great caution, and not 
to wander too fer at firat from beaten paths. 
We ere very sure that courage will ere long 
be found to discuss the various social questions 
of the time—such as pauperism, the relations 
of capilal and lab the mono- 
poly of lend, the secularization ofthe state, 
etc. Thosclution of these and similar 
problems is no donbt to be found in the moral 
code of the New Testament, and itis fitting, 
therefore, thatthe churches should take the 
lead in showing how that code should be 
applied, and what changes are neces- 
sary in our social and political ar- 
rangements for the security alize of the rich 
snd the poor, to open the way of the lat- 
ter to prosperity and happiness, and to bind 
the human family together as one brother- 
heod. Grant that it is the function of religion 
to prepare mankind for happiness in another 
world, does it follow that Caristians, a3 suca, 
are absolved from the duty of making the 
preeent life as much like Heaven as possible? 
‘This cught ye to have done, and not to leave 
the other undone.”

CIRCULAR, 


inlius L. Brown Replies to Mr. Ogden’s Reference to 
the Recent Circular-What arethe Legal Bights 
of Shippers Over the East Tennessee, 
Virginie and Georgia Railroad. 


Epirors CONSTITUTION: I notice a card in your 
issue Of 22d instant from Major James R. Ogden, 
general freight agent of the East Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Georgia railroad company, in which he 
refers to a circular (which he publishes}as having 
been circulated from the headquarters of one of 
his competitors, The circular relates to the right 
of shippers and persons injured by the East Ten- 
bessee railroad to sue for damages, or fo recover in 
the courts of Georgia for loss sustained on freights, 
injury tO pessengers, injury for stock killed, etc. 
The circular as published yesterday by Mr. Ogden, 
of which he complains, says that according to the 
order issuec by Mr. Baxter, attorney for the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad com- 
pavy, and for Henry Fink, receiver: 

‘‘A shipper has ro right to sue for goods lost, or 
for overcharges on freights, and a passenger has uo 
right to sue for damage done to him or for loss of 
baggage, and a farmer has no right to sue for stock 
killed or damaged. Ina word, no person has a 
right to sue, or Can sue. without being punished, 
unless.tbe United States court graciously permits 
the suit to be bronght.”’ 

The circuiar also asserts that the rule does not 
apply to another railroad in Georgia, as they are 
ali under Georgia laws and {the control of Georgia 
courts end Georgia juries. Now,fs thistrne’ If 
sO, no injustice is done the East Teunessee road 
or Major Fink, as réceiver, 

Mr. Ogden also publishes the order issued by 
Mr. Baxter, the attorney, warning the public not 
to ste. Mr. ter uses language from which I 
make a lew quotations: 

‘Tt isa contempt of court to interfere with the 
receiver's possession, enjoyment or use of auy of 
this property (referring to the property of the 
Eart Tennessee) by force or by suit. 

He cannot be sued except by vermission of the 
court appointing him. 

This iooks like the circular was true. He then 
teljs us that all the station agents are agents of the 
receiver, and not the egents of thecompany. He 
then ssys. “To attempt (mark the language, the 
injorec party dare rot even attempt) to reach 
money or property in the recelver’s hands by 
service of processes upon them, is illegal.’’ 

Then headds, “Any judgment rendered trpon 
such service of processes is void and amounts to 
nothing. Anexecution issued upon such judg- 
mentagainst him can not be levied upon any 
property in his possession. To levy, or toattempt 
to levy such an execution, is a contempt of court. 
Garnishments can not be rendered against funds 
in the receiver's hands.’’ 

If this is not pretty broad, { do uot comprehend 
it. Itisacontemptofcourt to attempt to inter- 
fere with the property in the hands of the re- 
ceiver, > to bring suit 
against the receiver without 
consent of the federal court; the agents are all 
the sgents of the receiver and not oi the railroad 
company, to attempt to reach money in the hands 
of the receiver is illegal,a judgment rendered 
against the receiver is illegal in a suit brought 
egainst the receiver, an execution issued upon 
such judgment can not be leyied upon property in 
his possession; and to levy, or to attempt to levy 
such execution is acontemptof court. It seems 
to me this very fully sustains the charge made i: 
the circular, but Mr. Baxter adds: 

‘For allsueh attempts tosue him orto inter- 
fere With his use, occupation or enjoyment oi the 
property placed in his possession, or to embarrass 
or obstruct him inthe performance of his dutie 
in operating the’East Tennessee road, the parties 
offending can be punished forcontempt oi court.’’ 

“and such cases ag he may think proper to 
bring to the attention of the conrt, the receiver 
will ask the court to punish the guilty parties.” 

Guilty of what! Guilty of attempting to yindi- 
cate their rights in court by bringing a suit or ob- 
taining a judement, or making aleyy aud gar- 
nishmert against the company, or, in the latter 
case, a party owing the company. Is this the 
kind of rights that are guaranteed to the shippers 
and passengers over the Hast Tennessee road who 
are iujureé’ or whohave sustained damage to 
persen or property? Itwould seem like the cir- 
Cuwerscarcely wentasfar asthe orderof the at- 
tonuey of the receiyer has gone, warning the pub- 
lic how to keep cut of jail by carefully avoiding 
apy action looking to a vindication of their 
rights in court, without the gracious consent oi 
curt. 

r. Baxter’s card very graciously informs 
lic that‘ persons baving Claims against the 
rece for materials or supplies furnisned him 
since his appointment, for work fund iabor done 
ind performed for him, for steck killed since Jan. 
uery Ist, 1885, for overcharges in freight, and 
claims for damaged and misshipped goods, etc., 
carried since his receivership began, are entitied 
to be paid out of the earnings;’’ but with a proviso 
which the publie would do well tO remarg. He 
adds: ‘Provided they can make their claims or 
demands good bv legal and satisfactory proof as 
to lisbility and value,’’ Make them geod to the 
satisfaction of whom? Judge Pardee, who ap- 
pointed Major Fink receiver, lives in New Orleans, 
gna when not at home in New Orleans is engaged 
ip fcurer five different states holding court. He 
bas not time to audit the accounts of the Hast 
Tennessee road and to determine when prool of a 
claim is “‘satisfactory.’’ It is mecessarily ieft, 
therefore, to Majer Fink or his attorney or his 
enditor to determine whether the proof is ‘‘satis- 
factory,” and if he only awards to the claimant 
Lalf of what he feels he is entitied to, he must 
tnke it, or he must await the slow process 
of cetling au order Vy he fed- 
eral on some sort of appeal

SENTENCED TO DEATH. 


Robert McCoy to be Hanged on the 26th of 
June. 

SyLVANIA, Ga., May 24.—[Special.]— Yesterday 
morning the prisoners who have beer found guil- 
ty of various crimes and misdemeanors during the 
week were broughtinto the courthouse and) sen- 
tenced by Judge Carswell. Robert McCoy, who 
was convicted of murder, was called forth. When 
asked by the court if he had anything to say be- 
fore sentence wes passed upon him, he said “that 
he wanted a new trial, for the reason that some of 
his witnesses had not been put up,” and con- 
cluded by saying “that he didn’t kill Mr, Miller.’’ 
One of his counsel, Mr. Potter, in a short speech, 
stated to the court that they had done everything 
that was in their power for the prisoner; that they 
had not put up the witnesses referred to by him, 
because they would haye done-him no good, but 
that he desired to call the attention of the court 
to that section of “the code which provides that 
if the evidence is circumstantial, the judge may 
mitigate the penalty from death to imprisonment 
for life. The court recognized the principle of 
law, but stated that the evidence in the present 
case was not entirely circumstantial, and, there- 
fore, passed the following sentence: 

‘Whereupon it is the judgment of thecourt that 
you, Robert McCoy, be taken from this courtroom 
to the common jai) of Screven county, and there 


’ be kept in close and safe custody until Friday, 


the 26th day of June next; that on said 26th day 
of June vext, between the hours of 10 o’clock a.

The cattle, the lizards and 
the hawk had pre-emption right. The ques- 
tion is not what we ere todo with the lizards 
nd summer insects, but what the lizards and 
summer insects are fo do with us. 

Ifwe wanta place in this world wa urust 
eern it. The partridge makes its own nest 
before it occupies it. The lark by its morning 
song earns ite breakfast before it eats it; and 
the Bible gives en intimation that the first 
duty of an idler is to starve when it says if he 
“will not work, neither shall’ he eat.’ 
Idleness ruins the health; and very , scon ne- 
tureeays: ‘This man has refused to pay his 
reut; out with him!” Society is to be recon- 
structed on the subject of woman's toil. A 
vast majority of those who would have women 
industrious, shut herup to a few kinds of 
work. My judgment in the matter is that a 
woman hesa right todo enything she can do 
well. There should be no department of mer- 
chandite, mechan'’sm, art or science barred 
sgainst her. Ii Miss Hosmer has genius for 
sculpture, give ber achisel. If Rosa Bonheur 
bss a fondness for delineating animals, let 
her make ‘‘the borse fair.” if Miss Mitchell 
will study astronony, let her mount the 
starry lacder. If Lydia will be a merchant, 
let her sell purple. If Lucretia Mott will 
preach the gospel, let her thrill with her 
womanly elocuence the Quaker meeting house. 

[t i¢ said if woman is grvensuch opportuni- 
ties she will occupy places that might be taken 
by men. Isay,ifshe have more skill and 
adaptedness for any position thau a man has, 
let her buve ii? She has as much right to her 
oread, to her apparel, and to her home,as mea 
htve. PButit is said that her nature is 80 deli- 
cate that she is un fitted for exhausting toil. | 
ask, in the name of all past history, what toil 
on earth is more severe, exhausting aud tre- 
mendous than that toil of the heedle to which 
lor agesehe hes been subjected? The batter- 
ing ram, the sword, the carbine,the battle ax, 
hive made no such havoc as the needle. I 
would that there living sepulchres, in which 
women hbave for ages been buried, 
might be opened and that 
rome resurrection trumpet might bring 
up tbeee living corpses to the fresh sir and 
suplight. Go with me end I will show you a 
woman who by hurdest toilsupports her chil. 
dren, ber drnuken husband, ker old father and 
mother, pays ker house rent, always has 
wholesome on ber table, and when she 
cbL get some neighbor on the Sabbath to come 
in end take care «f ber family, appears in 
eburebh with hat and closk that are far from 
indicating the toil to which she 13 subjected. 

, Such a woman esthat has body and soul 
enough to fit her for any position. She could 
stand beside the majority of your salesmen and 
dispose of more goods. She could gointo your 
wheelwright shops and beat one half of 
your workmen at making carrisges. We talk 
about woman asthonugh we had resigned to 
her all the light work, and ourselves had 
shouldered the heavier. 
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But the day of iudg- 
ment which will reveal the sufferings of the 
stake and inquisition, will marshal before the 
throne of God snd the hierarchs of heaven 
the martyrs of wash tub and needle, 

Now, I say, if there be any preference in oc- 
cupation let woman have it. God knows her 
trials are the severest. By her acute sensi- 
tiveness to misfortune, by her hour of an- 
guish, I demand that uo one hedge up her 
pathway to a livelihood. Oh, the meanness, 
the despicability of men who begrudge a wo- 
man the right to work anywhere in any hoa- 
orable calling! 

I go still further and say that women should 
have equal compensation with men. By what 
principle of justice.is it that women in many 
ef our cities get only two-thirds.as much pay a3 
men, and in many cases only half? Here is 
the gigantic injustice—that for work equally 
well, 1f not better done, woman receives far 
less compensation than man. . Start with the 
national government... Women clerks in 
Washington get nine hundred dollars for 
doing that for which men receive eighteen 
hundred. The wheel of oppression is rolling 
over the -necks of thousands of women 
who are at this moment in despair about what 
they aretodo. Many of the largest mercan- 
tile establichments of our cities are accessory 
to these abominations, and from their large 
establishments there ere scores of souls being 
pitched of 
know it. Is 
judgment? 
dress women’s wrongs, many of our large es- 
tablishments will be swallowed up quicker 
than a South American earthquake ever took 
down acity. God will catch these oppressors 
between the two mill stones of his wrath and 
grind them to powder. > 

Why is it that a female principal in @ school 
gets only $825 for dving work for which a male 
principal gefs £1,650? I hear from ail this land 
the wail of womanhood. Man has nothing to 
anawer to that wail but flatteries. He says she 
is an angel. She is not. She knows she is not. 
She is a human being who gets hungry when 
she has no tood and cold when she has no fire. 
Give her no more fiatteries: give her justice! 
There are sixty five thousand sewing girls in 
New York avd Brooklyn. Across the sunlight 
comes their death groan. Itis not such acry 
ug comes fréi those who are suddenly hurled 
out of life, but a slow, grinding, horrible wast- 
ing away. Gather them before you and lopk 
into their feces, pinched, ghastly, hunger- 
struck! Look at their fingers, needle-picked 
ard bleod-tipped! See that premature stoop 
in theshouiders! Hear that dry, hacking, 
merciless cough! 3 

Ata large meeting of these women, held in 
6 ballin Philadelphia, grand speeches were 
delivered, but a needle-woman took the stand, 
threw aside her faded shawl and with her 
ehriveiled arm hurled a very thunderboit: of 
eloquence, speaking out the horrors of her 
own experience. Stand at the corner of a 
street in New York at six or seven o’clock in 
the mornitg, as the women goto their work. 
Many ofthem hed no breakfast except the 
crumbs thet were left over from the night 
before ora crustthey chew on their way 
through the street. Here they come! The 
working girls of New York and Brooklyn! 
These engeged in bead work, these in flower 
making, in millinery enamelling, cigar mak- 
ing, book-binding, labelling, feather-picxing, 

orint- coloring, paper box making, 

bat. mest over worked of ail 
and least , compensated, the sewing 
women. Why dothey not take the city cars 
on their way up? Why, cannot afford the 
five cents! If, concluding to deny herself 
something else, she get into the car, give her 
aeseat! You want to see how Latimer and 
Ridley appeared in the fire; look at that 
womsn and behold a more horrible martyr- 
dom, a hotter fire, a more agonizing death! 
Ask that woman how much she gets fer her 
work, and she will tell you six cents for 
making coerse ehirts, and finds her owa 
thresd ! 

Years ago, one Sabbath night in the vesti- 
bule of this church after service, a woman fell 
in convulsions. The doctor said she needed 
medicine not so much as something to eat. 
As she began to revive in her delirium she 
said, gaspingly: “Eight cents! Eight conte! 
Eight cents! I wish I could getitdone! I 
am so tired! I wish I could get some sleep, 
but I muat get it done. Hight cents! 
Eight cents!” We found afterwards 
that she was making garments 
for eight cents apiece and that she could make 
but three of them inaday! Hear it! Three 
times eight are twenty-four. Hear it, men 
and women who have comfortable homes! 
Some of the worst villains of our cities are the 
employers of these women. They beat them 
down tothe Jast penny and try to cheat them 
out ofthat. The woman must deposit a dollar 
or two before she gets the garments to work 
on. When the work is done it is sharply in- 
spected, the most insignificant flaws picked 
and the wages refused and sometimes the dol- 
lar deposited not given back.

Oh, that Women’s Protective union, 19 Clin- 
ton Place, New York! The blessings of heavea 
be on it forthe merciful and divine work it is 
doing in the defense of teiling womanhood. 
What tragedies of suffering are presented to 
them day by day. A paragraph from their 
report: 

“Cen you make Mr. Jones pay me? He 
owes me fer three weeks et two do'lara 
and a half a week, and half a week, 
exrd i can’t get anything, and 
my child is very sick.” Ths 
Fpeeker, a young woman lately widowad burst 
into a flood of tears as ehe spoke. She was 
bidden to come in the next afternoon and 
report her story to the attorney at his weskiy 
hearing of frauds and inrpositions. “Means 
were found by which Mr. Jones was induced 
to pay the seven dollars and a half.’’ 

Another paragraph from the report. 

“A fortnight had passed when shs modest'y 
binted a desire to know how much her ser- 
vices were worth. ‘Oh, my dear,’ he replied, 
fycu are getting to be one of the most valuable 
bands in the trade; you willalways get the 
very best price. Ten dollars a week you will 
be able to earn very easily.” and the girl’s 
fingers flew on with her work 
at A marvellous rate. The 
picture of ten dollars # week had almost 
turned her head. A few night later, while 
crossing the ferry, she overheard the nameof 
ber employer in the conversation of girls who 
stood near. What! Jobn Snipes? Why, he 
don’t pay. Look out for him every time. 
He'll keep you on trial as he calls it for weeks 
and then he'll let you goand get some other 
fool. And thus Jane Smith gained Ker 
werning against the swindler. But the union 
beld him in tbe toils of the law until he paid 
the worth of each of those days of trial.” 

‘‘Her mortification may be imagined whon 

told that one of the two five dollar bills which 
she had just received for her work,was counter- 
jeit. But her mortification was awallk 
ed up in itdignation when her employer 
debied baving paid her the money aud iasult- 
ingly asked ber to proveit.’”” When the pro- 
tective union had placed this matter in the 
courts the judge said: “You will pay Eleanor 
the amount of her claim, $5.85, i also the 
cots of the court,” 
, How are these evils to be eradicated? Some 
esy: “Give women the baliot.”” What etiect 
such ballot migbi bave on other questions I 
am not here to discuss; but what would be the 
eflect of female suffrage oun women’s wages? 
I do not believe that woman will ever get jus- 
tice by woman’s ballot. Indeed, women op- 
press women as Inuch a8 men do. Do not wo 
men as much~as men, beat down to 
the lowest figure the woman who sews 
ior them? Are not women as sharp 
a8 men on, washerwomen and miiliners 
and mantua-makers. 
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If @ woman asks a dol 
lar for her work, does not her female employer 
ack her if she will take ninety cents? Yot 
eny “only ten cents difference,’’ but that is 
sometimes the difference between heaven 
hell. 

Yomen often have lesa commisseration 
for women than men. Ifa woman steps aside 
from the path of rectitude, man j 
woman never! Woman will never get justice 
dere her from woman’s ballot. Neither wil! 
ebe get it from man’s baliot. How then? God 
willrise up for her. God has more resources 
than we know of. The flaming sword that 
bupg at Eden’s gate when womans was driven 
cut will cleave with its terrible edge her op- 
pressors. 

But there is something for 
womentodo. Let young people 
excel m  sapheres work 
will be eabie after a while to get 
larger wees. Ifit be shown that a woman 
can in a store sell more goods in a year than a 
man she will soon be able, not only to ask, but 
to demand more wages, and to demand them 
succesefully. Unskilled and incompetent 
labor must take what is given; 
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skilled and 
competent lsbor willeventually make its own 
standard. Admitting that the law of suppl 
and demend regulates these things, I cont 
that the demand for skilled labor is very great 
and the supply very small. Start with the 
idea that work is honorable and that you can 
do some one thing better than anybody else. 
Resolve that, God helping, you will 
take care of yourself.- li you are after 
a While called into another relation you will 
all the better be qualified for it by your spirit 
of self-reliance; or if you are called io stay as 
you are you can be happy and self-supporting. 
Poets are fond of talking about man aa eu oak 
and woman the vine that climbs it; but I 
heve seen many a tree fall that not oniy want 
down itseli but took allthe vines with it. [| 
cen tell you of eomething stronger than an 
oak foran ivy te climb on and that is the 
throne of the Great Jehovah. Single 
anced, thet woman is strong who leans on 
Ged and does her best. The needle may break ; 
the factory band may slip; the wages may 
fail; but over every good woman’s head there 
areepread the two great, gentle, stupendous 
wings of the Almivhty. 

Many of you will go single-handed through 
life and you will have to choose betweeu two 
cbaracters. Young woman, [| am sure you 
will turn your back onthe ueeless, giggling, 
irresponsible, nonentity which society igno- 
miniously acknowledges to bea woman, and 
atk God to make you an humble, active, 
earnest Christian. What will become of that 
womanly disciple of the world? She is moro 
thcughtiul of the attitude she strikes upon the 
carpet than how she will look in the judge- 
ment; more worried about her treckles than 
her 8108; moreinterested in her apparel than 
in her redemption. The dying actress, whose 
life had been vicious,eaid: “The scene closes; 
draw the curtains.’’ Génerally the tragedy 
comes first andthe farce afterward; butin 
her life it was first the farce of a useless life, 
and then the tragedy of a wretched eternity. 

Compare the lie and death of such a one 
with that ofsome Christian aunt that was 
once a blessing to your household. I do not 
know that she was ever offered the handin 
marriage. She lived single thet untrammeiled 
the might be everybody’s blessing. When- 
ever the sick were to be visited the poor 
to be provided with bread, she went with a 
blessing. She could pray or sing “Rock of 
Ages’ ior any sick pauper who asked ber. As 
she got older there were days when she was a 
litile sharp, but for the most part auntie was 
a sunbeam — just the one 
for Christmas eve. She knew better than any 
one else how to “tix things.”

In Louisville, Kentucky, a series of experi- 
ments were made last week to test the results 
of various degrees of swiftness in the action 
of cotton gins in respect to the cleaning of 
the lint from the cotton seed and the effect 
The gin saws were tested at 
various rates of speed, from 210 to 470 per 
minute* using 70 pounds seed cotton in each 
test. Speed 210 produced arough andlumpy 
lint end was unsatisfactory. The rate of 250 
was also unsatisfactory; 275 and 300 were 
about the same, the 300 rate being somewhat 
smoother. It was found that the rate of 350 
cleaned oif the seed too closely, promoting 


. @n economy of waste at the expense of fiber 


and quality. The rates 400 and 470 deterior- 
ated greatly in this respect. On the whole 
the rate 300 was found the most satisfactory 
as to economy and the character of the fiber. 
The time in ginning 70 poundsof seed cotton 

varied between 7)4 minutes at 210 and 4% 
minutes at 470, The rate 300 per minute did 
its work in six minutes. 


GEORGIA A PROHIBITION STATE. 

A circular issued by the Good Templars, 
on the twentieth of this month, is a very in- 
teresting document. The excellence of the 
map consists in what it shows. At a glance 


- it shows that Georgia has practically become 


- @ prohibition state. The “light” counties 
largely prevail, and the ‘“‘black’’ counties are 
exceptional. There.isa ‘“black’’ streak along 
the Chattahoochee river, beginning with 
Harris and running down to, but not includ- 
ing Decatur county. Whether this belt is 
due to the fact that Alabama, across the river, 
would render prohibition to a great extent 
ineffective, we do not know. Another ‘‘black”’ 
streak extends from the Savannah river in 
Lincoln through Wilkes, Taliaferro, Hancock 
and Baldwin counties, Outside of these two 

belts “black’’ counties are fewand far be- 

tween. Hizh license is the favorite policy in 
southeast Ceorgia, and there are only two 
counties in uj] thet section in which whisky 
is sold—Chatham and McIntosh. In upper 

Georgia, Gordon, Pickens and Towns are the 

only counties that have not felt the move- 

ent. Douglas and Newton are also excep- 

‘tional counties. Of 138 counties only 22 are 

untouched by the temperance waves. <A few 

aye adopted prohibition in districts, but in 
yout one hundred counties prohibition is

It does not matter whether the end is

what the evil is, what they want done, and 
how they must proceed to gain and maintain 
what they desire.

It is said tbat President Cleveland has 
made the most interesting collection of peti- 
tions and recommendations to office that has 
ever beenseen, There has been a suggestion

Atlanta’s Water. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 23rd, 1885.—Editors Conse 
stitution: As the water supply is now agi- 
tating the public mind, I have made an 
analysis of the water supplied by our present 
works with a view to deciding the question wheth- 
er or not it would be wise from a sanitary point of 
view for the city to continue to draw her further 
supplies from the presentsource. The results of 
the analysis show that if a proper system of filter- 
ation were adopted the water would be all that 
could be desired. I present two analyses of the 
water, one of the unfiltered water, the other of 
the filtered water, aa drawn from the tap in the 
Kimball house.

Jt will be observed that the process of filtration 
has removed 4 grains per gailon of solid matter; 
that the chlorine(which existsin a state of combi- 
nation with sodium as common salt) remains vir- 
tually unchanged; but thata remarkable altera- 
tion has taken plsce as regards the two formsof 
ammonia. inthe unfiltered water the free am- 
monia is small in amount; in the filtered water it 
bas largely increased. In the unfiltered water the 
albuminoid ammonia is in excess; in the filtered 
it hes almost disappeared. Now to interpret these 
results,in the first place, it will be evident that 
the difference in total solid matter is due to the 
removal of mud, clay, etc. The amount of chlo- 
rine or of common salt in both waters is about 
the same, and is very small, and is so far an indi- 
cation of great orgapvic purity, for in all waters 
which are contaminated with sewage the chlorine 
always rises aboye one grain per gallon, aud is 
frequently in such waters § or 10 grains per gallon, 
But our water, though almost free from salt, con- 
tains (C03gr. free ammonia and .008 er. albumi- 
noid ammonia. 

If there be no sewage contamination where did 
this ammonia come from? To help us understand 
the matter I will quote Wanklyn, the great Enug- 
lish authority om water analysis gnd author 
of the beautifuland accurate aaeuaie used in 
these delicate determinations. He says tha

A Short but Conclusive Story ef Macon’s Rapid 
Growth-—The Street Hailroad — Architecture 
and Paint—The National Gun Associa- 
tion — Railroads, Hotels, Ecc. 


MACON, Ga., May 24.—|Special Correspondence]— 
Twelve thousand, according to the United States 
census, in 1880; twenty-five thousand, according 
to the directory census, in 1885, These figures tell 
the story of Macen’s remarkable growth in popu- 
lation. 


,*., 
There are those, even in Macon, who are disposed 
to regard the figures for 1885 as incorrect, but the 
directory census was very carefulfy taken, and it 
does not exaggerate the city’s population. On the 
contrary, there is reason to believe that it under- 
estimates the population. Within the last five 
years, Macon bas wi{nessed a yery great activity in 
building. Many of the dwellings that have been 
ereeted are handsome and costly, but by far the 
greater number are the small, cozy homes of 
people with limited means. In‘the southern and 
routhwestern parts of the city, the hills are dotted 
with hundreds of neat little houses, and inquiry 
develops the fact that the majority of them are 
owned by their occupants. The railroad employes 
and the workmen employed in the various mills 
and manufactories, form the largest class of the 
owners of these small houses, a fact which estab- 
lishes the sobriety and thrift of these men. 


When Mercer university was removed from Pen 
field to Macon, fifteen years ago, many people ob- 
jected to erecting the handsome building on Tatt- 
nall square, claiming that the university should 
be situated in the city, not in the country. To- 
day the vicinity of Tattnall square is regarded as 
one of the most desirable residence portions of the 
city, and many handsome houses now stand where 
a few years ago there was little else than broad 
fields, 

Mr. C. B. Willingham, one Of the most liberal 
and most progressive of Macon’s young business 
men, has just bought an acre square between 
Mercer university and tne residence of Mr. Theo: 
dore Ellis. This property is in the rear of the 
univertity, just on the edge of what must soon 
become the most valuable site for residences. 


I met Mr. Willingham Friday morning, return- 
ing from an inspection of his purchase. 

“What will you do with it?’ I inquired. 

“T bought the property as an investment.’’ he 
replied, “because I believe the Macon of the 
future will lie in that direction. Justlook at the 
land overthere! If ever nature intended land 
for residences, she certaiuly included that beauti- 
ful portion!”’ 

“Do you intend to erect dwelling houses on 
your purchase?”’ 

‘That depends,’’ replied the popular young cot 
ton dealer. “If anybody wishes to renta first- 
clses residence, constructed after his own ideas of 
the eternal fitness of things, I am ready to bulld 
forhim.

The Macon street railroad has been completed, 
Mr.'l. J. Carling is the masterspirit of this enter- 
prise, aud he and his coadjutors deserye the 
gratitude of the entire city. The road is about 
five miles in length, and makes a complete cir- 
cuit of the city. The company was wise in build 
ing the track upon the most frequented streets, 
thus securing from the start ‘a good business. 
There are branch lines to the East Tennessee, Vir- 
giniaand Georgia depot and to the park, Other 
lines Will be built as there is demand for them. 


Macon hada street railroad once before. The 
line crawled up the steepest streets in the city,and 
Jever paid its owners a revenue of any impor- 
tance. A passenger who wasinjured in getting off 
one of the cars, brought suit to recover damages 
succeeded, and wrecked the road. This is probably 
the only instance on record where a single suc: 
cessiu, suit for damages bankrupted a railroad.

These 
saws are nothing but bands of steel without teeth, 
and they cut the bardest stone by the aid of sand 
aud water which drips upon them, Next was the 
rubbing beds, buge fron disces eleven feet in diam: 

The 
maible is securely fastened and pressed sgainst the 
face of this wheel as it revolves, covered with 
moistened sand. Asurface is thus formed that is 
ready for polishing. Theslabs are next ground to 
the desired shape, or any moulding is cut upon 
them that is desired, and then they 
are taken to the polishing room 
where they are polished by putty powder and 
acid applied by friction, and the marble is then 
ready for the market.

ROUGH ON PILCHER. 


How Tom Marshall Overwhe!med an Oppo- 
nent Forty Years Ago. 
From the Chicago Times. 

There lived in Kentucky, thirty or forty years 
ag0,& Man named Pilcher, It would require the 
pen of Fielding and the license that permitted the 
portraiture of ’Squire Weston to properly sketch 
bis ‘aracter. He was a rude, uncultured, sapient 
mab. with great natural abilities; a scorpion 
tongue, laden with the poison of asps. He was as 
dissolute as John Wilks,and his temper is fittingly 

escribed by O’Connell’s epithet, *‘ram—cot.’’ fie 
was a sort of political Dalgetty, and, with the 
vulgar herd, a considerable force. He had van- 
quish¢d every opponent who would consent 
meet him—even old Ben Hardin, whom J 
Randolph said was a “kitchen knife whetted on a 
brickbat.”” Butin invective, his most powerful 
weapon, he found his master in Pilcher. 

Such was the man who was pitted against Mar- 
shall, They met at Louisville on Corn island, a 
rt spot near the Kentucky shore in Ohio, The 
crowd assembled just at nightfall, and was com- 
posed of the beauty, wealth and worth of the 
city. Itwasinthe early days of Marshall’s ca- 
reer, when his budding genius gave promise of 
the richest fruition. Thecrowd was with Mar- 
shall, though Pilcher had friends in the throng. 

Marshall delivered the greatest speech even he 
ever made, The audience was with him, and he 
reveled in an ecstacy of eloquence. He seemed 
inspired with more than mortal power, and 
swayed strong men and beautiful women as the 
storm theripening harvest. In closing, he pict- 
ured the scene before him, and made ft as vivid 
to his hearers as to his own prodigy of imagina- 
tion. La Belle Riviere, the silvery moon and its 
soft light and balmy air laden with the delicate 
and delicious rfume of a season’s fruition; 
the vaulted skies, studded with countless 
sparkling gems, all ed in review and re- 
ceived the impress of his matchless fancy. His 
audience hung breathless on his sentences. In 
the midst of a burst of descriptive eloquence he 
turned to where Pilcher sat, a few feet off. Point- 
ing his expressive finger and throwing into his 
Classic and mobile features a look of unutterable 
horror heexclaimed: “But, O God there is Pil- 
cher!” It wasthe devilin Eden. The audience 
broke all bounds and cheered, laughed and wept, 
The orator sat down and Pilcher, ——— once, 
declined to speak. He said afterward that at the 
moment the look came upon Marshall’s features 
and his voice uttered those words, he felt himself 
to be the vilest of created beings.

In this great 
battle one out of every four ofits whole muster- 
roll was killed or wounded, it captured from the 
enemy sufficientarms to equip two thirds of all 
thore Who escaped the fight unhurt, and artillery 

to supply the ar.iny—

PERRYVILLE, 

Fohowing the battle of Shiloh, this 
army, uncer General Bragg, made its brilliant 
movement into Kentucky, flanking General Buell 
with his army out of middle Tennessee all together 
avd forcing the battle of Perryville, October 5, 
156% This was cne of the most brilliant campaigns 
ofthe war, and resulted in ridding one ofthe 
finest sections of the confederacy of 
the presence of 4 hostile army. 
The battie itself resulted in a victory 
sto the confederate arms, adding large numbers to 
‘our ranks aud great additions to our store of sup- 
plies. 

MURFREESBORO, 

Following the battle of Perryville Was the great 
battle of Murfreesboro, fought December 31, 1862, 
and January 1, i863, by Bragg, with 35,000 confed- 
erates, and Rosecrans, with 65,000 federals. This 
wes a bloody conflict. The losses of the confeder- 
ates were estimated at 10,000, and that of the fed- 
erals at 25000. Thelatter is probably an over- 
estimate, because in the fiercest part of the con- 
flict the confederates were the assailants and 
naturally suffered the greater loss. 
The great charge led in person by Gen- 
eral Breckenridge at Stone river will go 
into history wit) Lodi, Wagram and Balacklava. 
The heroic grandeur of Breckenridge, the steady 
valor of his men, ths awful resistance encountered 
by him, the tearful mangling of flesh,. crushing 
of beves. flowing of blood, and the shrieks aud 
groans of the wounded and dying, all madeupa 
carnival that fiends of the infernal regions would 
almost hide their faces from. 

CHICKAMAUGA. 

September 18th, 1863, the battie of Chicka- 
* mauga fairly began. On the morning of the 19th 
it was renewed by the confederates, with great 
vieor and energy, During the whole of the 19th 
the battie raged with the fary of 
madness—83,583 confederates under Bragg 
steadily drove backward all day, 
64,5092 federals under Rosecrans. At night thecon 
federates slept upon the field of battle. During 
the night of the 19th the confederates were rein- 
foreed until on the morning of the 29th their ag- 
gregated strength was 47,321 men, At an early 
hour Sunday morning, the 20th, the battle was 
‘renewed by the confederates, and soon the engage- 
ment became general. All along the line and for 
a distance of ten miles the fury of the battle storm 
_ was like the howl of an infuriated demon, All day 
long the battle raged. The charge and cousier 
chérge of great bodies of mer, the rapid move-

Ihave no doubt 
but that the great masses of the federal soldiery 
fough{to uphold the flag, the Constitution and 
the unjon, Of course we all know that connected 
with sf large a body of men there would almost 
necesdarily be a very large number of very bad 
men-jbut a much greater numberof very good 


e otber hand, while the confederate army 
was com posed of the flower of the land, and actu- 
ated by the highest, holiest motives that ever 
impelled men to_ action, the defense, 
of bome and fireside, theright of self gov- 
ernment in a pure constitutional form. 
And while this little band was 
commanded by men whose names and fame 
sre writ in the eternal book, for while time lasts’ 
the names of J. E. Johnston, W. J. Hardee, John 
. B. Hood, Pat Cleburne, W. H. T. Walker, Bate, 
Stewart, Polk, 8. D. Lee and Frank Cheatham 
must live,and-with time aud age must grow 
brighter and mere glorious. Still the confederatcs 
were poorly cled and supplied with the most 
mesgre equipments. Their arms they had cap- 
tured from the enemy. It is difficult for the hnu- 
than mind to conceive a more unequal contest 
than that we are now considering. On the 7th 
day of May, Sherman being the aggressor, the 
campaign was fairly opened at Dalton. Assault 
after assault for three days at various 
points all along the confederate line was made, 
and every time repulsed with slaughter to the 
ersailants. Sherman. finding himself and his 
mighty host utterly impotent of harm to the con- 
federates by assaulting them, began the maneu- 
vers and tactics the successiul result of which 
made him justly one of the most famous of mili- 
tary men and thecampaign the most notable in 
the bistory of modern warfare. If Sherman, even 
with ell the means afforded him, had the genius 
to conceive and the boldness to undertake the 
execution of such a campaign, is entitied to glory, 
then what can be said of the man who, with the 
meager facilities at General Johnston's command, 
be fied as he did every effort of the enemy? 

When atthe expiration of days in front of 
Dalton.and much blood had been shed, and 
many lives had been lost, Sherman was convinced 
of the utter fruitiessness of his etforts, then the 
pew tectics was resorted to, A force more than 
equalin pumbers to that under Johnson, was 
leit in hisfront, to occupy and press him there, 
whilea large army under McPherson was sent 
fiom Sherman’s right to turn Johuston’s left 
and attack his rear. Johnston finding himself 
still confronted with an army greater than his 
owv, and with McPherson in his rear with au 
army equal to his own, there was butoneof two 
causes to pursue, First, te surrender; or second, 
to evacuate Dalton, retire to Resaca and fight. 

The first would haye been safest, but the last 
was the most glorious and the one selected, Sher- 
man says, “Johnston placed himself with the 
bulk of hisarmy inside Resaca, and holding his 
divisions wellin hand. was fighting well at ail 
points of the conflict. During the loth of May, we 
bad a continual battle and skirmish. We pressed 
al) points and the sound of cannon and musketry 
rose ail day to the dignity of a battle.’’ 

Alter this glorious day’s work was done and the 
confederates were masters of the field, Sherman 
to avoid further conflict, on his pontoon bridges 
crossed the Oostenaula below Resaca, and agaiu 
leaving one-balf his army in Johoston’s Hout 
sent the other half to attack his resr sear Ual 
houp. Sherman up fo tiis timehaving lost six 
hundred killed and 3,375 wounded. 

From the 25th of May tothe Istof June, from 
Dallas towards New Hope church, a continuous 
battle was fought, again the federals retiring 
and Jeavying the confederates masters of the field. 
This battle, conducted as it was through al) those

1 do not believe a braver or more gallant army 
was ever led to battle than that led by Shermaa— 
none butsuch an army would have giyen suth 
blows es it gave tothe confederates; none but 
such en army could have received from the con- 
federates such blows as it did, 

General Sherman puts down his total losses on 
the entire campaign Dalton to Jonesooro at 

31,687 killed, wounded and missing. This, from 
well known and existing facts, as well as from 
other testimony given by General Sherman, cau 
not be correct. 

Iu his memoirs he states his killed at a fraction 
over 4,(00; wounded, 22 000; missing at say 5.000: 
total, 81,657. All military statisticians say that, ia 
the movements of an army, for every soldier killed 
on an average five are wounded. With this state- 
ment both GenrealsSherman and Johusten agree. 

There are buried in the federal cemetery at Ma- 
rietta, Ga, (90 1 am informed by an eutirely 
trustworthy excolonel of the union army 
12,000 federal soldiers, All those kille 
north of the Etowah were carried to Chattanooga 
for burial. What the numberis I do not know. 
There are very few buried at Marietta who died of 
ordinary sickness. Those buried there were either 
killed or two badly wounded tobe sent to the 
rear, and died. 

Granting that those who died of sickness would 
be equal to those who were killed north of the 
Etowah—then on the basis of five wounded for 
every one killed, Sherman’s losseson the cam: 
paign would be 12,000 killed and 60,000 wounded; 
total killed and wounded, 72,000, ; 

As men were daily kiledor wounded in Sher- 
man’sarmy, their places were filled from the 
reserve and absent corps under General Sherman’s 
command at the beginning of the campaign. 
Suppose Sherman like Johnston had had no re- 
serve todraw upon, would he ever have got to 
Atlanta’ : 

The whole campaign from Dalton to Jonesboro, 


| Ga., lasted 116 days, during which time the roar of 


cannon aud the crash of small arms were never 
busbed, and if this estimate of killed and wound- 
ed is true, as I believe it is, then every confederate 
under Jobnuston and Hood combined, on au aver- 
age, killed or wounded a man and a quarter. 

And now, putting together the blows given and 
received by the army of Tennessee, I challeuge 
with boldness and confidence the history of the 
world for the production of such a record,

From a low position among the family of na- 
tions in 186], through the instrumentality of this 
dreadful war, we have bounded up to the digaity 
and rank of a great first-class government and 
power. Ali nations now believe that there is pow- 
er of self preservation in aconstitutional republic. 

Asa people, wenow know how to respect our- 
selves. We know the horrors of war, aud the 
value of peace. We know that our government 
is greater, grander, freer, and better than any 
otberon earth? This knowledge is worth the 
price it cost us. 

In conclusion, permit me to remind you that 
we owe not only a great duty to the memory of 
cur dead heroes, but also to those who have sar- 
vived and been unfortunate. In our midst we 
have worthy, but unfortunately, poor, maimed 
and crippled confederate soldiers. Some of them 
lost their limbs in the same action where those 
whose graves we shall now visit, lost their lives; 
and while we tenderly cherish the memory of the 
dead, let us also, with kindness and sympathy, 
remember the worthy living.

A brief 
review of this campaign, from the 7th of May to 
the 17th of July, will convince the impartial judge 
that #8 a strategist, the war produced no equal to 
this great captain. For 71 days with his small 
army of poorly fed, poorly clad, 
unpaid troops, he had confronted 
100,000 of the best equipped soldiers the world ever 
saw, and almost every day for this long time, he 
was assailed by this great host and exposed to 
their fire, and neyer was driven one inch by as- 
sault, anc never lost a wagen ora mule and onl 
four guns, Every day the enemy was driven an 
beaten back and Johnston never yielded one inch 
except whenen entrenched army was placed in his 
front and immense arniy Corps sent to threaten 
bis rear. 

It took General Sherman, with all his energ 
and skill, with unlimited resources of men aun 
money,seventy-one days to drive this halfstarved, 
half paked, bareheaded, barefooted army under 
Johnston one hundred miles. 

Johnston seemed to move his army by inspira- 
ion. 

A movement was never made or an sttack order- 
ed by General Sherman that did not seem to be 
anticipated and met with a counter move by Gen- 
eral Johnston, His removalfrom the army from 
a confederate standpoint was a calamity. His 
conduct of the warif kept up would have bank- 
rupted the United States government in both men 
and money. The damages he inflicted upon the 
invading army will never be accurately known.

The vatue of 
the property is estimated at from $250,000 to 
$500,000, 

ATLANTA HIS SUMMEB HOME. 

Mr. Harwood took a fancy to Atlanta and 
adopted it as his summer home. He had three 
daughters, one son and a devoted wife, all of 
whom, except the son, were sent to Atlanta.

JIM HENRY PARKS DEAD, 


‘The Negro Who Was Shot Friday Night 
Passes in His Ohecks, 


at Jones’s stable, Friday night, died yesterday. 
Parks was a bad negro,and his death was 
in accordance with many predictions that 
have been made concerning him. 

Parks died at his mother’s home, No. 12 Raw- 
£0n street,at 9 o’clock in the morning. His death 
was painful to witness, because he prayed 
so hard to live so that he might lead a better 
life in the future and atone for the wrongs he 
had done. 

On Fridsy afternoon last Parks went out on 
Pig- tail alley and gave Lena Stamps, a negro 
woman, a terrible beating. Mounted officer 
West arrested Parks and conducted him to 
the city prison. Parks wanted the arresting 
officer to give him a copy but Chief Connolly, 
who was present, ordered Patrolman Carlyle, 
who was acting 

AS STATIONHOUSE KEEPER, 
to lock Parks up. The patrolman led Parks 
back into the corridor, but while a cell was be- 
ing unlocked the prisoner suddenly sprang 
pastthe patrolman and skipped out. The 
alarm was instantly given and Officer West 
started in pursuit. Parks ran across Pryor 
street anddown Kenny’s alley. When half 
way through the alley he turned to his right 
and jumping a fence sought to gain Hunter 
street by the alley near the church. Officer 
West saw what Parks was trying to do and 
ran around to the alley. Parks then 
turned about and running through 


stationhouse to the street, he turned down 
Pryor as far as Redd & Cox’s livery stable 
into which he dived. By this time quite a 
crowd had been attracted. It was growing 
dark and everybody manifested a willingness 
totakea hand in the chase. Parks ran 
through the stable and at the rear end sprang 
out a window twenty feet from the ground. 
He Janded in W. O. Jones’s mule pen, and be- 
fore he could hide twelve or fifteen men were 
in the pen. Parks ran into the basement where 
' IT WAS QUITE DARK, 
and ss he listened he yelled at the crowd: 
. “Keep back if, some one don’t want to be 
urt.” 

Several shots had been fired during the last 
few seconds, and everybody was under the 
impressio{i that some of them had been fired 
by Parks.

“Yes, I’ll take you,” saidthe patrolman, as 
he began advancing. 

“Well,-just put your hands on me and I’ll 
kill you, G—d d—n you,” yelled Parks. 

The patrolman was not scared, and advanced 
to Parks. Hetook him by the arm and at- 
tempted to push Parksout. Justthen another 
shot was fired, and Parks 

DROPPED TO THE GROUND SAYING: 

‘‘Let me go: I am shot.” 

Patro])man Bedford called for help. Several 
persons responded and Parks was led through 
the stable. 

He did not appear to be much hurt, and 
walked by the officer. His loud complaint 
was thought to be assumed. He was led to 
the city prison and laid upon the floor. Drs. 
Love and Dixson responded to the call. 
When they reached Parks he was praying for 
forgiveness of his sins and insisted that he 
would die. The physicians examined the 
wound but did not think it was a mortal one, 
and on the next morning Parks was removed 
to his home. He rested well Saturday 
and appeared in a fair con- 
dition that night. The physicians told him 
that he was in no great danger, but he insisted 
that he would die. 

ey atter Parks reached police 
headquarters he asserted that Mr. W. O. Jones 
bad shothim. When Chief Connolly heard 
this he made a thorough investigation, which 
satisfied him that Parks was wrong. The ball 
was taken out by the physicians. It was a 32, 
while Mr. Jones’s pistel was a 38. Mr. Jones 
admitted that he had fired one time, and 
hended his pistol over to Chief Connolly with 
a request that 

HE WOULD INVESTIGATE THE STATEMENT 
made by Parksthoroughly. Mr. Jones’ pis- 
tol had four loads and one shell in it. Parks 
continued to assert that Mr. Jones had shot 
him, but the inquest which Coroner Haynes 
held yesterday completely retuted the state- 
ment. The testimony showed that when Mr. 
Jones fired he was outin the lot, and it also 
showed that he fired but one time; that Parks 
was shot under the shed, and that Mr. Jones 
was in the lot when the shot which struck him 
was fired. Patrolman Bedford asserted that 
he called for help because he knew he hada 
hard customer to handle, and says 
whoever fired the shot did it just 
as Parks threatened to kill the patrol- 
man. Chief Connolly produced Mr. Jones’s 
pistol] and the ball with which Parks had 
been shot. The ball wasa 32. The pistol 
wasa38. Four chambers were full and one 
wasempty. Mr. Jones asserted that he did 
not shoot Parks. 

Dr. Boring assisted by Drs. Love and Love, 


.. Benson, Green andDixon made a post mortem. 


They found that the ball had perforated the 
bowels and that it had 
CAUSED PARKS’ DEATH. 

The jury was thoroughly satisfied that Mr. 
Jones did not do the shooting and that no one 
knew who did. They returned the following 
verdict: 

“We, the jury of inquest sworn toinquire into 
the cause of the death of James Henry Parks, here 
lying dead at No. 12 Rawson street, Atlanta, Ga., 
findfrom the evidence adduced, and the state- 
ments of Drs, J. M. Boring and Wm. A. Love, that 
the said Parks came to his death this 2ith of May, 
1:85, from the effects of a pistol shot wound In the 
left side, intlicted Friday evening, May 22,in W. 
O. Jones’ stable, said shot having been fired by 
some upknown party at the said Parks, while he, 
the said Parks, was attempting to escape from the 
authorized officers of the lawand attempting to 
evade arrest foran offense he had committed. 
We further find from the evidencethat the party 
who fired the shot was justifiable, because the 
said Parks tbreatened to kill the first man who 
touched him.” : 

Jim Henry Parks was well known in police 
circles. He has served several terms in the 
cheingang, and was generally a desperate 
character. He would cut, fight, shoot or run 
as the occasion demanded. About three years 
ago he assaulted a white man and came near 
killing him. He never wore: his shoes tied or 
buttoned, and when an officer chased Parks 
he would jump out of them and fairly fly.
